Missouri Pacific 
p assenger 
train 
No. 3, due here at 4 a. m. had a rear 
end collision with freight train No. 
55 at Jefferson City 
at about 2:20 
o’clock this morning and did not reach 
Sedalia until 10:05 o’clock . 
Passenger train No. 3, which was 
In charge of Conductor W. D. Wheeler 
Mid Engineer John R. Unaberry, of 
this city, it Is said, was running at be­ 
tween fifteen and twenty miles an 
hour, when it ran into the rear of 
freight train No. 55, which was stand- 
lag m the main track 
in the Jef 
ferson City yards. 
The 
p assenger 
engine 
p lowed 
through the caboose 
of the freight 
train, reducing it into k indling wood, 
and smashing up four loaded freight 
m rs. 
The engine of the p assenger 
train was also badly battered up . 
The wreck age took fire from the 
heating stove, which was k nock ed out 
of the caboose, and two freight cars 
with their contents were destroyed 
by the fiâmes. 
None of the train 
crews or p assengers on the p assenger 
train was injured by the collision. 
The blame for the collision has 
not yet been fixed. 
Unofficial state­ 
ments have been made that the crew 
of the freight train did not have a 
red light back far enough to enable 
Engineer LJnaberry to avoid a collis- 
l<m, and it is also a l l ^ d that the 
p assenger train was running faster 
in the yard limits than Is p ermitted 
by the rules. 
A detailed rep ort of the wreck , re­ 
ceived by the local Missouri Pacific 
officials this afternoon, states 
that 
two p awsengers on train No. 3 had 
their heads bruised, and that W. B 
Cover, fireman of the p assenger, had 
his left leg slliiiUy lacerated 
and 
limised.

p ointed time, however, when Sheriff 
Woodward called to receive the baby, 
he found that Mrs. Bleak ley had fled 
with the Infant, and thus far all ef­ 
forts to locate her have been unsuc­ 
cessful. The entire sheriffs force has 
been out on the search, but the sym­ 
p athy of the town Is with the fugitive.

Treasurer Gmellch rep lied that he 
desired to conduct the office In strict 
comp liance with the law; that he In­ 
variably refused to grant either ex­ 
tensions or p ermission of this sort, 
where money was due the treasury, 
and declined to <x>mply with Mr. Jen- 
ney’s req uest that he wait until the 
county court returned the fine. 
This brought a check

A considerable sum In fines for. vio­ 
lations of the game law has hemi p aid 
Into the state treasury, and all p laced 
to the credit of the game fund. Should 
Attorney General Hadley find 
that 
these fines should have been p aid to 
the county in which they were imp os­ 
ed. the money will remain 
to the 
credit of the state until the legisla­ 
ture meets and ap p rop riates it to the 
several counties, when it will go Into 
their county school funds.
